TEAM NOTES AGAINST CHICAGO FIRE 


Sunday’s match marks the 55th regular season meeting between New England and 
Chicago, and the 74th meeting across all competitions, including MLS Cup Playoff, U.S. 
Open Cup, and SuperLiga matches. The two sides most recently met in the 2016 Lamar 
Hunt U.S. Open Cup Semifinal at Gillette Stadium on Aug. 9 with the Revolution earning 
a 3-1 win. 


Under Head Coach Jay Heaps, the Revolution are 9-4-2 against the Fire across all 
competitions. 

Forward Kei Kamara leads all active Revolution players in both goals and assists against 
Chicago, having registered seven goals and four assists in 22 career appearances. 
Kamara recorded a goal and an assist against the Fire in the U.S. Open Cup Semifinal 
on Aug. 9. 

Midfielder Kelyn Rowe ranks second among active Revs players in goals and assists 
against Chicago with four goals and three assists in 13 appearances. 

Forward Juan Agudelo, midfielder Diego Fagundez, and midfielder Lee Nguyen all have 
three goals and two assists against the Fire. In the clubs’ meeting on May 14, Nguyen 
recorded a goal and an assist. Fagundez’s most recent goal against Chicago came on 
June 13, 2015, and was nominated for MLSsoccer.com’s 2015 Goal of the Year. 

Defender Je-Vaughn Watson has scored the game-winning goal in both of New 
England’s last two meetings with Chicago. Watson headed in a corner kick from Chris 
Tierney in the 85th minute on July 23 and slotted in another game-winner in the 42nd 
minute of the Open Cup Semifinal on Aug. 9. 


Goalkeeper Brad Knighton is 0-0-1 against the Fire as a member of the Revolution. He 
made his lone start on July 25, 2015, and submitted four saves in the 2-2 draw.

NEW ENGLAND SEEKS FOUR-GAME SEASON SWEEP OF CHICAGO 

The Revolution are seeking a fourth win against the Chicago Fire across all competitions this 
season, as the club has already secured two victories in MLS play (May 14 and July 23) and 
an additional win in the U.S. Open Cup Semifinal (Aug. 9). A victory would mark the fifth time in 
club history the Revolution have won four games in a year against a single opponent across all 
competitions; the last time came in 2005 when the Revs went 4-2-0 against Chicago. It would 
also mark the fourth time New England has won at least four games without a loss against a 
single team, a feat the club also accomplished in 1999 (4-0 vs. New York/New Jersey Metro- 
Stars), 1998 (4-0 vs. Tampa Bay Mutiny), and 1997 (4-0 vs. Dallas Burn). 

FORMATION CHANGE REVITALIZES REVOLUTION’S ATTACK 

On Aug. 24 against San Jose, the Revolution deployed a 4-4-2 formation for the first time in the 
2016 MLS regular season. Since the Revs adopted the new formation, the club has gone 4-2-1, 
scoring 11 goals and conceding only six. Forwards Kei Kamara and Juan Agudelo were first 
paired at forward in the Revolution’s 3-1 win against the Montreal Impact. In three games as a 
striker duo, Kamara and Agudelo have combined for three goals and four assists. 

NEW ENGLAND’S BACK LINE BUCKLES DOWN 

New England enters Sunday’s match having conceded only six goals through its last seven 
MLS matches, the team’s best defensive stretch of the season. Goalkeeper Brad Knighton and 
the Revolution back line secured shutouts against San Jose on Aug. 24 and Colorado on Sept. 
3, while yielding only one goal each to the New York Red Bulls on Aug. 28, New York City FC 
on Sept. 10, the Montreal Impact on Sept. 17, and Sporting Kansas City on Oct. 1.

LAMAR HUNT U.S. OPEN CUP 


REVS FALL TO FC DALLAS IN 2016 LAMAR HUNT U.S. OPEN CUP FINAL 

The Revolution fell to FC Dallas, 4-2, in the 2016 Lamar Hunt U.S. Open Cup Final on Tuesday, 
Sept. 13. Despite a brace from Juan Agudelo and five saves from Brad Knighton, New England 
came up short against an FC Dallas side that has lost only one match at Toyota Stadium in 
2016. The Revs’ record in U.S. Open Cup Finals drops to 1-2, and the club’s overall record in the 
competition is now 19-14-4 in 37 games. New England outscored its opponents 10-8 in its run to 
the Final, which featured heroic efforts from Brad Knighton, Zachary Herivaux, and Je-Vaughn 
Watson, among others. The Revs also became the seventh MLS franchise to reach at least three 
Open Cup Finals. 

AGUDELO JOINS EXCLUSIVE COMPANY WITH BRACE IN OPEN CUP FINAL 

Forward Juan Agudelo became only the third player in the U.S. Open Cup’s modern era to 
record a brace in the Final. He joins Maximiliano Urruti - who also scored two goals on Sept. 13 
- and Sanna Nyassi (Seattle Sounders FC, 2010) as the only players to tally twice in an Open 
Cup Final. In addition, Agudelo’s sixth-minute goal was the second fastest in Open Cup Final 
history (according to TheCup.us). 

FIRST OPEN CUP SEMIFINAL AT GILLETTE DRAWS NEARLY 10,000 

The announced attendance for New England’s Open Cup Semifinal match against Chicago on 
Aug. 9, the first ever U.S. Open Cup Semifinal at Gillette Stadium, was 9,801. That marks the 
sixth highest attendance for an Open Cup Semifinal in the modern era of the competition (since 
1995). The Revolution previously hosted Open Cup Semifinal matches in 2007 and 2001. The 
first Semifinal hosted by the Revolution took place at Foxboro Stadium on Aug. 22,2001, which 
the team won, 2-0, over D.C. United to claim a berth in the Final. The announced attendance 
for that match was 7,128. On Sept. 4, 2007, a crowd of 4,203 attended the Revolution’s 2-1 win 
over the Carolina RailHawks at Veterans Memorial Stadium in New Britain, Conn. 


WATSON SCORES, CAPTAINS JAMAICA IN CARIBBEAN CUP QUALIFIER WIN 

Defender Je-Vaughn Watson was called in to the Jamaica National Team for a 2017 Caribbean 
Cup qualifying match against Guyana on Oct. 11. Watson captained the Reggae Boyz and 
recorded his third career international goal in Jamaica’s 4-2 victory. The Caribbean Cup is a 
biennial tournament that determines which four countries from the Caribbean region qualify for 
the CONCACAF Gold Cup. Watson also started all three of Jamaica’s Copa America Centenario 
matches in June, and started both of the team’s 2018 FIFA World Cup Qualifying matches in 
September. 

REVS GOLDEN BOOT RACE

AGUDELO, FAGUNDEZ NAMED TO MLSSOCCER.COM’S 24 UNDER 24 LIST 

Two Revolution players have been named to the 2016 MLSsoccer.com 24 Under 24 presented by 
EA Sports. The annual list ranks the league’s best young talents and most promising players all un¬ 
der the age of 24. Forward Juan Agudelo (23) came in at No. 17, while midfielder Diego Fagundez 
ranked at No. 12. This marks the fifth selection to the 24 Under 24 list for both Fagundez (2011, 
2013-16) and Agudelo (2011-13,2015-16), and the fourth consecutive honor for Fagundez. Also of 
note, rookie forward Femi Hollinger-Janzen (22) was named to the 50-player short list for the honor, 
giving New England’s third-round selection in the 2016 MLS SuperDraft his first nomination. 


REVOLUTION RACK UP ACCOLADES IN SEPTEMBER 

Several New England players received national recognition during the month of September, 
in which the Revs went 3-1-0 in MLS play. After the club’s 3-1 win against the Montreal Impact 
on Sept. 17, midfielder Kelyn Rowe was named MLS Player of the Week. In addition, Rowe 
and Andrew Farrell were named to the MLSsoccer.com Team of the Week, while Juan Agudelo 
earned a spot on the MLS Team of the Week bench. Rowe’s strike from distance in the 27th 
minute earned him a nomination for AT&T Goal of the Week, while Brad Knighton’s save on 
Didier Drogba in the sixth minute earned him yet another nomination for MLS Save of the Week. 
Following the Revolution’s 3-1 win against New York City FC on Sept. 10, Gershon Koffie, 

Diego Fagundez, and Juan Agudelo were named to MLSsoccer.com’s Team of the Week, with 
Agudelo also earning an AT&T MLS Goal of the Week nomination. The previous week, following 
the team’s 2-0 win against the Colorado Rapids on Sept. 3, four players - Andrew Farrell, Kelyn 
Rowe, Brad Knighton, Chris Tierney - were selected to Team of the Week, marking the most 
Revolution players selected to the honorary squad in a single week this season. In addition, 
goalkeeper Brad Knighton’s diving save in the 60th minute won MLS Save of the Week, and 
defender Chris Tierney’s clinical left-footed goal in the 49th minute earned an AT&T MLS Goal of 
the Week nomination. Following the match against Columbus Crew SC on Sept. 25, goalkeeper 
Brad Knighton earned another Save of the Week nomination for his diving save on Justin Meram 
in the 30th minute. 


KNIGHTON SETS SEASON HIGH WITH SEVEN-SAVE EFFORT VS. CREW SC 

Goalkeeper Brad Knighton made seven saves against Columbus Crew SC on Sept. 25, eclipsing his 
previous single-game high (4) of the 2016 season. Knighton’s seven-save effort is tied for the second best 
of his MLS career. He also made seven stops for Vancouver Whitecaps FC in a 2-0 win against Seattle on 
July 6,2013. Knighton set his single-game career high of nine saves with the Revs on April 4,2009, in a 
win against Real Salt Lake. 

FAGUNDEZ BECOMES SECOND YOUNGEST MLS PLAYER TO 100 STARTS 

Homegrown Player and midfielder Diego Fagundez made his 100th MLS start on Aug. 24 at San 
Jose, officially becoming the second youngest player in League history to reach the milestone 
(per Elias Sports Bureau). Fagundez, who made his 100th start at 21 years and 192 days old, 
comes in second only to former New York/New Jersey MetroStars and Columbus Crew mid¬ 
fielder Eddie Gaven, who made his 100th start at 20 years and 239 days old on June 23, 2007. 
Fagundez was also the youngest MLS player to score 25 goals and make 100 appearances. 

The Leominster, Mass., native has recorded 32 goals and 23 assists in 150 career appearances 
for the Revolution.

AGUDELO RETURNS TO THE UNITED STATES MEN’S NATIONAL TEAM 

Forward Juan Agudelo was called in to the United States Men’s National Team for a friendly 
against New Zealand on Tuesday, Oct. 11. The forward played 12 minutes as a substitute, re¬ 
placing Julian Green in the 78th minute of the USMNT’s 1-1 draw with New Zealand. Agudelo’s 
appearance was his first with the USMNT since he started in a friendly against Germany on 
June 10, 2015. He now has 20 caps and three goals for his international career. 

IT’S THE MOST JUAN-DERFUL TIME OF THE YEAR: AGUDELO’S FORM EXTENDS TO OCTOBER 

Forward Juan Agudelo has been a force in the Revolution’s attack since September, scoring five 
goals with three assists in the Revs’ last six games across all competitions. In New England’s 
most recent match, Agudelo posted a goal and an assist against Sporting Kansas City on Oct. 

1. Before notching an assist against Montreal on Sept. 17, Agudelo scored the Revolution’s 
opening goal for a third consecutive match in the U.S. Open Cup Final against FC Dallas on 
Sept. 13, finishing the contest with a brace. The Barnegat, N.J. native also recorded New Eng¬ 
land’s opening goal in its 2-0 win against the Colorado Rapids on Sept. 3 and its 3-1 win against 
New York City FC on Sept. 10. All three opening goals came within the first 21 minutes of each 
match. Agudelo suffered a knee injury in the Revs’ U.S. Open Cup Quarterfinal win against the 
New York Cosmos on June 29 and missed nine subsequent games across all competitions. 

Prior to going down with that injury, Agudelo had registered three goals and an assist in a four- 
game stretch between April 30 and May 21.

LIGHTS, KAMARA, ACTION: KEI MOVES INTO 12TH PLACE ON MLS ALL-TIME SCORING LIST 

Forward Kei Kamara scored his 85th career goal against Sporting Kansas City on Oct. 1, which 
puts him within three goals of moving into the top 10 on Major League Soccer’s all-time scoring 
list. He currently ranks fourth among active players in goals scored, trailing only LA’s Landon 
Donovan (145), San Jose’s Chris Wondolowski (120), and Dallas’s Carlos Ruiz (88). Since arriv¬ 
ing in New England, the six-foot-three forward has recorded six goals in 19 MLS appearances. 
Kamara made 41 appearances, scored 27 goals, and added eight assists with Columbus from 
2015-16. In 2015, he was a finalist for the Landon Donovan MLS MVP award after he recorded 
a career-high 22 goals.

KAMARA MAKES 200TH MLS START; 250TH APPEARANCE 

Forward Kei Kamara made his 200th career MLS start in New England’s match against 
Philadelphia on Aug. 13. In his career, the forward has recorded starts with Columbus (53), San 
Jose (11), Houston (26), Kansas City (97), and New England (19) since joining MLS in 2006. 
The Sierra Leone native also surpassed a milestone with 250 career appearances, which he 
achieved on Aug. 28 at New York. He currently has 253 career regular season appearances 

KAMARA RECORDS REVOLUTION’S FASTEST GOAL OF 2016 SEASON 

Forward Kei Kamara scored the Revolution’s fastest goal of 2016 when he found the back of 
the net with a header in the first minute of New England’s 3-1 win against the Montreal Impact 
on Sept. 17. Prior to Kamara’s goal, midfielder Lee Nguyen held the mark for earliest goal when 
he scored in the third minute against Columbus Crew SC on July 9. He became the second 
Revolution player to record a third-minute goal this season, joining Diego Fagundez, who also 
scored in the third minute in the club’s season opener at Houston on March 6. 

KEI RETURNS TO SIERRA LEONE, REPRESENTS REVS ON INTERNATIONAL STAGE 

Revolution forward Kei Kamara missed the club’s match against Colorado on Sept. 3 while on 
international duty with Sierra Leone. Kamara’s appearance with Sierra Leone was his first since 
Sept. 6, 2015, after which he announced his retirement from international competition. The 
Revs forward returned for the Leone Stars’ Africa Cup of Nations qualifying match against Cote 
d’Ivoire and scored the team’s lone goal in the 1-1 draw. Kamara’s diving header in the 67th 
minute equalized the match and brought Sierra Leone within one goal of its third ever berth to 
the Africa Cup of Nations, but Cote d’Ivoire held on for the draw. 


KELYN ROWE 


KELYN GETS COOKING IN SEPTEMBER, EARNS MLS PLAYER OF THE WEEK NOD 

Midfielder Kelyn Rowe played a dynamic role in the Revolution’s offensive attack in September, con¬ 
tributing two goals and three assists in MLS play during the month. The fifth-year pro recorded an 
assist in three straight games for only the second time in his career (Aug. 23 - Sept. 3,2014). Rowe 
was voted MLS Player of the Week following his performance against Montreal on Sept. 17, when 
he factored into all three Revolution goals, scoring twice and adding one assist. He also recorded 
assists in the club’s previous two games on Sept. 10 vs. New York City and Sept. 3 vs. Colorado. 

ROWE INKS CONTRACT EXTENSION WITH REVS 

Kelyn Rowe capped off his scorching September by signing a contract extension with the Revolution. 
Currently in his fifth season with the Revs, Rowe is one of seven players in club history to record 
both 25 goals and 25 assists. In 2016, the midfielder has registered five goals and seven assists in a 
career-high 2,626 minutes while featuring at every position except for center back and goalkeeper. He 
ranks second on the team in appearances (31), goals, and assists, 

ROWE-ING THROUGH THE REVOLUTION RECORD BOOKS 

Midfielder Kelyn Rowe moved up a spot on the Revolution’s all-time assists list on Sept. 10 
against New York City FC. He picked up his 30th career assist in the 42nd minute on Lee 
Nguyen’s goal, vaulting him above Pat Noonan for sixth place all-time. In addition, he has 
now recorded at least five assists in each of his five MLS seasons. Previously, Rowe scored 
the 25th goal of his career in the Revolution’s win in Vancouver on June 18. With that goal, he 
became the seventh player in club history to record at least 25 goals and 25 assists, joining 
Taylor Twellman (101G, 28A), Steve Ralston (42G, 73A), Joe-Max Moore (41G, 35A), Lee 
Nguyen (40G, 33A), Shalrie Joseph (37G, 34A), and Pat Noonan (37G, 29A). The Revolu¬ 
tion midfielder now has 27 career goals, which puts him in eighth place on the club’s all-time 
goal-scoring list. At San Jose on Aug. 24, he took sole possession of ninth place on the club’s 
all-time games played chart with his 149th appearance and now has 154 appearances. 

THAT’S HOW I ROWE: KELYN DOES IT ALL FOR THE REVS 

Midfielder Kelyn Rowe logged minutes at three positions against FC Dallas on May 14, one 
week after making his first professional start at right back. Rowe, who began the match on the 
left wing, shifted back to a defensive midfield role following an injury to Gershon Koffie and 
finished the match at left back. For the season, he has featured at nine of 11 positions on the 
field. Rowe traditionally plays on the right wing, but has also seen minutes at center forward, left 
wing, central attacking midfield, holding midfield, left back, and right back in 2016. That leaves 
center back and goalkeeper as the only positions left to check off the list. He made his second 
career start at right back in the team’s match at San Jose on Aug. 24. 


LEE NGUYEN 


NGUYEN JOINS REVOLUTION LEGENDS IN 30/30 CLUB 

In New England’s June 18 win in Vancouver, midfielder Lee Nguyen notched his 30th career 
assist and became the fourth player in club history to record at least 30 goals and 30 assists. He 
joins Taylor Twellman (101G, 28A), Steve Ralston (42G, 73A), Joe-Max Moore (41G, 35A), and 
Shalrie Joseph (37G, 34A) on the list. For his career, Nguyen now has 40 goals (fourth most in 
club history) and 33 assists (fifth most in club history) in 158 regular season appearances. 

FOR THE NGUYEN: MIDFIELDER’S RECORD-SETTING SEASON CONTINUES 

Midfielder Lee Nguyen is climbing up the Revolution’s record books this season. He enters Sun¬ 
day’s match with six goals and nine assists, both team highs, in 31 appearances this season. 
Nguyen surpassed Shalrie Joseph to become New England’s all-time leader in PK goals with 
13 when he converted an attempt against Seattle on May 28. He also took sole possession of 
fourth place on the club’s all-time goal-scoring list with his 38th goal (he now has 40). With three 
more, he will surpass Steve Ralston (42) and move into second place behind Taylor Twellman 
(101). In addition, Nguyen has taken sole possession of fifth place on the all-time assists chart 
(33), and is now one shy of tying Shalrie Joseph (34) for fourth place. Nguyen made his 150th 
MLS and Revolution start vs. Colorado on Sept. 10, becoming the eighth player in club history 
to reach that plateau.

TIERNEY TIES JOE-MAX MOORE FOR SECOND MOST ASSISTS IN REVS HISTORY 

Defender Chris Tierney recorded his 35th career assist in the team’s win against Chicago on 
July 23, moving into a tie with Joe-Max Moore for second place on the Revolution’s all-time as¬ 
sists chart. Tierney assisted Je-Vaughn Watson’s 85th-minute game-winning goal, delivering the 
corner kick that connected with Watson. He now trails only Steve Ralston in the record books, 
who owns the club record with 73 assists. 


GOALKEEPERS 


KNIGHTON SHINING ARMOR 

Goalkeeper Brad Knighton has backstopped the Revolution to nine wins in 2016, including three 
of the team’s U.S. Open Cup wins and six in MLS action. Knighton made his eighth consecutive 
League start against Sporting Kansas City on Oct. 1, which marks the longest games-started 
streak of his Revolution career. In his last eight appearances, he has submitted a 4-3-1 record 
with a 1.00 GAA and a pair of shutouts. The Richmond, Va. native was voted Santander Man of 
the Month for August for his performance, marking the second time he has won the honor this 
season. Knighton also won Man of the Month for June for his efforts against Vancouver and 
D.C. United. 

In U.S. Open Cup play, the nine-year MLS veteran was integral in leading New England to 
the Final. He posted a shutout in the Fourth Round, a 1-0 win against the NASL’s Carolina 
RailHawks. Knighton later made four saves and added two in penalty kicks in a heroic effort in 
the U.S. Open Cup Quarterfinal against Philadelphia on July 20. He posted four more saves in 
the Revs’ U.S. Open Cup Semifinal victory against Chicago on Aug. 9. 


PLAYER NOTES 


FARRELL FEATURES AT 2016 AT&T MLS ALL-STAR GAME VS. ARSENAL 

Revolution defender Andrew Farrell played 45 minutes in the 2016 AT&T MLS All-Star Game 
on July 28 at Avaya Stadium in San Jose, Calif. Farrell replaced Keegan Rosenberry as a 
halftime substitute and slotted in at right back, where he recorded 36 touches, one tackle, and 
completed 87 percent of his passes against English Premier League heavyweight Arsenal 
FC. He shared the field with MLS stars including Sebastian Giovinco, Clint Dempsey, and 
Darlington Nagbe in his first All-Star Game appearance. Farrell, the first-overall selection in the 
2013 MLS SuperDraft, is tied for second in both games played (31) and games started (30) 
among Revs players this season. 

FARRELL’S MINUTES PLAYED, GAMES STARTED STREAKS SNAPPED 

Defender Andrew Farrell made the first substitute appearance of his four-year MLS career 
when he replaced defender Je-Vaughn Watson in the 79th minute on July 6 against NYCFC. 
Including the postseason, Farrell has now played in a total of 133 MLS games, the first 119 
of which were starts. In the regular season, he has played in 127 MLS games with 126 starts. 
The team’s July 6 match vs. NYCFC night marked the first time Farrell was held out of the 
starting lineup since July 4,2015 at FC Dallas. Entering the match, the Revolution defender 
was the only member of the club to play all 1,530 minutes of the regular season, starting all 
of the team’s first 17 League contests. He has appeared in 31 of New England’s 32 games to 
date after sitting out the team’s match at Toronto on Aug. 6. 

HELLO, NEUMANN: STEVE MAKES FIRST START OF 2016 REGULAR SEASON 

Midfielder Steve Neumann made his first MLS start of 2016 in New England’s match against 
Columbus on Sept. 25. He recorded one shot on target in 55 minutes before being replaced by 
Teal Bunbury. Neumann made his first MLS appearance of 2016 against the Colorado Rapids 
on Sept. 3, when he replaced Kelyn Rowe in the 86th minute. One week later, Neumann made 
his second appearance against New York City FC on Sept. 10. The former first-round MLS Su¬ 
perDraft selection has now recorded 36 career appearances. Prior to his recent run of action, 
Neumann’s last MLS appearance was on Sept. 19,2015 at Montreal. 

GREAT SCOTT (CALDWELL)! 

Revolution midfielder Scott Caldwell has been a stabilizing and calculated presence in the 
team’s midfield this season. The 2015 Team MVP and Homegrown Player ranks fifth in passing 
accuracy among MLS players who have completed at least 1,000 succesful passes. 


SHUTTLEWORTH MAKES HISTORY WITH PENALTY PERFORMANCE 

On March 20 against the Philadelphia Union, Bobby Shuttleworth became the fourth goalkeeper 
in MLS history to record two penalty kick saves in the same regular season game. The Revolu¬ 
tion keeper turned away PK attempts from llsinho and Sebastien Le Toux. He joins Kansas 
City’s Tony Meola (Aug. 10, 2002 vs. DC), Dallas’s D.J. Countess (Oct. 11,2003 vs. NY/ 

NJ), and Vancouver’s David Ousted (July 12, 2015 vs. NY) on the list. Revolution goalkeeper 
Matt Reis stopped two penalty shots against Columbus in the 2004 MLS Cup Playoffs (Oct. 

31,2004) and remains the only player to accomplish the feat in the postseason. Shuttleworth 
earned an MLS Team of the Week nod for his performance. 

TURNER EARNS SPOT ON USL TEAM OF THE WEEK BENCH 

Goalkeeper Matt Turner continues to impress with the Richmond Kickers of the USL. Turner 
was named to the Week 20 USL Team of the Week bench for a pair of victories he posted while 
with the Kickers. He began Week 20 by submitting six saves en route to a 1-0 shutout victory at 
Rochester on Aug. 3. Turner concluded the week stopping three shots and earning the win, 2-1, 
at Montreal on Aug 6. Turner leads all USL goalkeepers that have played at least two games 
with a 0.43 goals against average. Turner made his professional debut with the Richmond Kick¬ 
ers on April 30 vs. Toronto FC II and has since joined the Kickers on multiple short-term loans, 
yielding only three goals in 630 minutes across seven starts. 


ZACHARY HERIVAUX 


HERIVAUX STARTS FOR HOMEGROWNS, DEBUTS FOR HAITI NATIONAL TEAM 

Midfielder and Homegrown Player Zachary Herivaux was one of 20 players to feature in the 
2016 Chipotle MLS Homegrown Game, which saw the MLS Homegrowns fall, 2-0, to the 
Mexico Under-20 National Team at Avaya Stadium in San Jose, Calif, on July 27. Herivaux 
started and played 73 minutes in a central attacking midfield role before being replaced by the 
Houston Dynamo’s Christian Lucatero. In addition, the Revs’ third Homegrown Player in club 
history was one of only three players to play at least 70 minutes. Prior to making the trip to 
San Jose for MLS All-Star Week festivities, Herivaux received a call-up from the Haiti National 
Team and started in its friendly against the Argentina Olympic Team in Boca Raton, Fla. on 
July 24. It was Herivaux’s first call-up to the Haiti National Team’s senior squad. 

HERIVAUX PLAYS KEY ROLE AS REVS ADVANCE IN U.S. OPEN CUP 

Zachary Herivaux entered the Revolution’s Fourth Round U.S. Open Cup match with only 
seven minutes as a professional under his belt, but he went the distance in the club’s extra¬ 
time win, logging 120 minutes and his first professional goal. Herivaux found the back of the 
net with a right-footed strike from distance in the 103rd minute, the latest game-winner in club 
history. He also logged 58 minutes in the team’s Round of 16 win vs. the New York Cosmos 
on June 29, 37 minutes in its Quarterfinal win vs. the Philadelphia Union on July 20, and 10 
minutes in the club’s Semifinal win vs. the Chicago Fire on Aug. 9.

REVOLUTION SIGN GOALKEEPER CODY CROPPER 

On Aug. 18, the Revolution announced the acquisition of United States international goalkeeper 
Cody Cropper as a Discovery Signing. Cropper, 23, spent the last six years in England at 
both the Premier League and English Football League Championship levels. He joins New 
England following one season with MK Dons, where he made nine appearances and logged 
685 minutes. Prior to joining MK Dons, Cropper spent three seasons with Southampton F.C. of 
the Premier League. He began his time in England in the academy system of Championship 
side Ipswich Town, where he played from 2010-12. Cropper made his debut in the Revolution’s 
18-man matchday squad on Sept. 3 against Colorado. 

FEMI FATALE: HOLLINGER-JANZEN NETS WINNER, WINS MAN OF THE MONTH 

Femi Hollinger-Janzen’s improbable ascension from third-round SuperDraft selection to Revolu¬ 
tion role player continued in the club’s win against Sounders FC on May 28. The forward scored 
the game-winning goal in the 80th minute with a right-footed line drive from outside of the box, 
securing three crucial points leading into the Copa America break. Femi finished the month 
of May with two goals and one assist, earning Santander Man of the Month recognition from 
Revolution fans for his standout performance. Femi, selected by the Revs with the 51st pick in 
the 2016 MLS SuperDraft, is one of only three players (Kip Colvey, San Jose Earthquakes; Colin 
Bonner, FC Dallas) selected in the third round or later to record minutes this season. He currently 
ranks second on the team with 18 substitute appearances and has earned one start this season. 
The former Indiana Hoosier made his first career start at Orlando City on April 30, recorded his 
first career assist at LA on May 8, and scored his first career goal vs. Chicago on May 14. 

HOMEGROWN PLAYERS STAY LOCAL 

The New England Revolution’s first two Homegrown Players in club history, Diego Fagundez 
and Scott Caldwell, inked new deals prior to the start of the 2016 MLS regular season. 
Fagundez, who signed his new contract on Jan. 6, has recorded 32 goals and 23 assists, 
logging 9,445 minutes in 150 games played. Just 21-years-old, Fagundez ranks among the 
top 10 in club history for goals, shots, and shots on goal. Caldwell, who signed his new deal 
on March 1, has recorded two goals and 11 assists, registering 9,051 minutes in 119 games 
played. In 2015, fans named Caldwell the Santander Most Valuable Player for his performance 
while his teammates recognized him as Players’ Player of the Year. 
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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American flag as 
we know it -- before there were the United States, 
and hundreds of years before its slightly altered 
stars and stripes emerged on the Revolution club 
badge - a flag of a different design was flown 
proudly in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s 
depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill featured a 

red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the New England colonies. 
While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, over time, the design stood out as a 
symbol of honor for the territory. 



It was a reflection of unification. It’s flown as an homage to the region’s pride and passion. 


No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have flown the flag of New 
England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s inception in 1996. 


With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag of New Eng¬ 
land now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the region’s revolutionary history, 
and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 


Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the most mean¬ 
ingful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives in honor on the back of 
every New England Revolution jersey. 


Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded that the 
club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to proudly represent the 
historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field, each and 
every game.

Jay Heaps is in his fifth season as the head coach of the New England Revolution after taking the reins of the club following the 2011 season. In his first four years on the bench, Heaps trans¬ 
formed the Revs from a five-win club that finished at the bottom of the Eastern Conference to the 2014 Eastern Conference Champions while playing an open and attractive brand of soccer 
that has come to define the new-look Revolution. 


Over the course of his time with the Revolution, Heaps has transformed the club’s roster with just four players (Darrius Barnes, Diego Fagundez, Bobby Shuttleworth, and Chris Tierney) 
remaining from when he was named the sixth head coach in club history in November 2011. Smart drafting in colloboration with General Manager Mike Burns and the club’s staff has yielded 
players including Andrew Farrell and Kelyn Rowe, while others such as Teal Bunbury and Lee Nguyen have all seen their MLS careers revitalized under the 40-year-old’s tutelage. That group, 
along with the likes of Juan Agudelo, Scott Caldwell, Jose Gongalves, and Gershon Koffie - all acquired by New England since Heaps was named head coach - forms the core of today’s New 
England Revolution. 

With the exception of Agudelo and Koffie, that roster nearly led the Revs to their first MLS Cup championship in 2014, only to fall just shy, losing 2-1 in extra time to LA Galaxy. The Revs 
equaled a club record for wins that season and ended the year on a 9-1-1 run that saw the club finish second in the Eastern Conference with 55 points, which were the second most in club 
history. The team was even better in the playoffs, scoring a record seven goals to beat Columbus, 7-3, on aggregate before knocking off New York, 4-3, on aggregate in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence Championship for the first time since 2007, when Heaps was still playing for the Revs. In 2016, he led the Revolution to the 2016 Lamar Hunt U.S. Open Cup Final, his third appearance 
in the tournament final as a player and coach. 

Prior to being named the head coach of the Revolution, Heaps spent nine seasons as a player with the club. He ranks third in club history with 243 regular season games played and helped 
New England reach MLS Cup four times while winning the 2007 U.S. Open Cup and the 2008 SuperLiga. He served as an analyst on Revolution television broadcasts in 2010 and 2011.
